NATIONAL SENILITY. )

0Old age 1s a part of life that can only be
excaped by dying young. The man or the
niatlon that lives must grow old. And old
oge is mercilessly suggestive of the quality
of the youth which preceded it; it Ix a time
when the glory of youthful achlevements
hialos the head, or the harvest of youthful
sins weakens the life,

Two nations of the world are to-day
reaping, In feeble old age, the sowings of
youth. One is Greeee, After standing for
conturies as the revealer of forms of beau-
ty, and the teacher of words of truth,
Greece, stiil in the strength of adolescence,
went down into the abyss of sensual in-
dulgence, and was given over to unnatural
viee. Now, in her old age, she tries 1o
recall the traditions of Marathon and Bo-
Irnus, - but the memories will not return;
the centuries of vice which ended her
youth fill the soll with their harvest, and
her eoldlers run before the Turks,

Spaln was proud and strong, but indolent
and cruel. At one time her soldlers were
the bravest In Europe, and she controlled
the gold and silver mines of the world.
Bhe went on, In contempt of work and of
education, Into a new age, governed: by new
conditions. She is now old and childish,
with a pride pitifully In contrast with her
sirength, and tastes, in war and peace, in
startling disproportion to her Income.

Greece, with her senile cowardice, and
Bpaln, with her senile braggadocio, are
‘two helpless victims of the crimes of
youth. This natlon, now In the first flush
of youthful vigor, should, along with Its
other great Interests, give an cccasional
thought to the matter of growing old
gracefully.

WHAT THE NEW TARIFF IS DOING.

It is only upon the presumption that the
w.ish 15 father to the thought thut one
may account for the pertinaclty with
which the Democratle journals cling to the
belief that the Dingley bill will not sup-
ply adequate revenues to the government.
Of course, what may happen Is always
more or less a matter of doubt and specu-
lution, but by applying the logic of cur-
rent evenls, it becomes possible to predict
1or the future with a tolerable degree of
certajnty. The loglc of events since the
parsage of the Dingley blll argues that
it will fulfill the purposes of Its makers
and supply the government with sufficlent
revenues, but our Democratic friends can-
not see It in this light and will not have
it so.

Let us see for 1 moment what evidence
may be brought to sustain the Republican
view of the situatlon, and why the Repub-
licans In congress huve decided to let the
tarift alone during the present session, In
the first place, the bill has brought the
full amount of increase in revenue, month
by manth, expected by its authors. This
increase is set forth In the following table, -
the figures given being the full amount of
revenue recejved:

The estimate glven for January is based
upon the receipts for the first fifteen dayvs
of the month, which amount to more than
half of the total given. The increase be-
tween July and January s $11.600,40), which
Is exactly the amount of the weuclt in
July. the first month In the first fiseal
year for the Dingley bill. There was no
deficit in December, and there will be lit-
tle or none In January, notwithsianding
the Interest payments thls month, and by
February it is expected that the revenues
will be up to £0,0000%0 a month, which Is
ali that is required as an average through
the vear to meet the government expendi-
tures, It is estimated by the secretary of
the treasury that $560.000,000 will meet the
expenses of the government and twelve
times §0,00.000 exactly equals this sum.
But Chalrman Dingley and Secretary Gage
do not stop with an estimate of £10,000,000
a month. They think that the average
revenues will go nbove this sum, and it is
certain they hnve good grounds for this
optimistic belief.

Mr. Gage argues In this manner: 1f the
new bill has already Increassed the revenues
to $20000000 a month, it is certaln to in-
crease them much more when normal con-
ditions are returned by the exhaustion of
the great amount of goods hurried into the
ccuntry In anticipation of the Increased
tari.  The treasury department has exnet
siatistlcs of this anticipatory importation
of goods. They paid revenue under the Wil-
fon bill to the amount of $2.314,000, when
it they had been Imported under the Ding-
ler bill they would have paid revenue to
the sum of $5,0M6¥, a difference of §51.-
0000, It is legitimate to add this §51.000.-
030 to the amount the Dingley LIll actually
produced, and by dolng =0 we find that
Instead of n deficit there would have been
a surplus under the new tariff for the
first =ix monihs of ftx existence. Two
grcat sources of revenue have hardly pro-
duced a dollar to the government since the
15t of last July. The wool and sugar im-
portations were &0 great before that time
that the markets stlll remaln overstocked.
Under normal conditions these two articles
would produce a revenuve of $4.500000 a
nionth, and 1t Is certaln that this sum
will be reallzed on the average when the
present stocks have been exhausted,

Summing up, then, it will be found that
in six months the Dingley Wl has in-
civased the revenues until the deficits ars
nearly if not quite removed. while there
remains the certainty that stlll further in-
creases will follow. In a statement to the
house of representatives last week Mr,
Dingley declared that he and the secretary
of the treasury had revised the estimate
by which they conceded a small deficit for
the first year of the new tariff. They had
made & new one, he sald, which showed
a surplus of $10.000,000 for the first year,
and he predicted that before the opening
of the presidential campalgn In 130 our
Democratic friends would bLe crusading
against the Hepublican party because It
was plling up excess revenues in the nation-
al treasury. But throwing aslde predic-
ticns and entertaining only facts, there
would seem to be enough of them to sllence

Judge Daly. of New York, recently ex-
pressed the often heard notion that the
r‘erid suffers from too much government.

Few laws, but administered by good men,
is what i= required.” This opinion scems
1o us wiser if interpreted ns g criticlsm
of the emphasiz of present attitudes riath-
er than of absolute guantitics.

The greatest bluff ever made by n Kan-
sns man was by Governor Leedy when he
deciared that he would Issue the wiarrant
to hang George W. Flinch, the Fort Scott
murderer, Under the law the governor's
warrant cannot Issue In the case of Finch
until January 18 1888, and at that date
Governor Leedy will have heen out of of-
fire five days and stripped of the power
to jzsue a legal document of any kind.

In passing sentence upon Finch last
Tuesday Juwige Simons indulged in some
language unusual 1o a court charged with
the duty of sending a man to his death.
We quote liberally:

“You have been proven gullty; you are
gullty. That fact Is settled; and we have
passed beyond the point where It ean be
gainzald or denfed, You are gullty of the
greatest crime known to the law. You
have fully griduated—taken the very high-
est honors In the profession of crime. You
are gullty of murder—murder in the first
degree. A crime that Is the dictate of a
wicked, depraved and malignant heart; a
heart lost to all sensé of feeling and fatal-
Iy bent on mischief. You are gulilty of a
erime at which humnn nature starts and
shudders, and which is punishable almost
universally throughout the world with
death.

“And now It {& my palnful duly to pro-
nounce upon you the sentence of the law.
It is not my sentence; If It was 1 would
not pronounce It. Nor have I the least
discretion to make it cither more gr less,
if 1 had T would give you the benelit of the
discretion. It is the sentence of the law—
it is fixed and certaln—and as an humble
Instrument of the law 1 simply pronounce
jt. This is a critlcul moment to you, and
it cught to mnke an Indelible impression
on your memory. Since your arrest and
up to this time, you have been merely
a prisoner.

You will
never again exerclea the right of an Ameri-
can cltizen; and our statute provides thot
your ‘estate, property and effects shall be
administered and disposed of, in all re-
spects, as if you were naturally dead.”

“You are a young man, just in the morn-
ing of life; but, henceforth the remalader
of your days, whether they are muny or
few, you will be shut up In prison; ind the
great world outslde will move en without
you, just us If you did not exist. And still
worse than that; T am now required to
sentence you to death; sentence you to
be hanged to death, Whether that sentence
will be earried Into execution or not I do
nut know. It can not for at lenst one year
from to-day. As one who wishes you well
allow me 1o entreat you to lay aside yvour
carelessness and frivolities which I am told
you have manifested in jail and spend that
year in honest repentance and preparation
1o meet your Maker., As [ have sald, the
sentence this day pronounced cannot be en-
forcedd for at least one year. Whether
or not it will be enforced after the ex-
plration of the year, no man knows. It
may be. That will depend entirely on the
mera will and discretion of the man who
may happen to be governor of this state
at that time. Every moment of the prison
life of the convict, after the expliration
of one¢ year, like the alleged lot of Dam-
ocles, Is emblttered h}; the dread of im-
pending death. The sword Is Indefinitely
suspended over his head ready to fall ot
any time. That fact will continuously make
It quite interesting to you. Whatever as-
surance T might have, T would never feel
entirely at ease, if [ knew that my life de-
pended upon the mere whim, will, pleasure
or discretion of one man, no matter who
he might be.

“And now in conclusion. It is the sen-
tence of the court that you be conveved

In order that he might lle some
more he joined the People's party and he
Eas been speaking somewhat ever since.

That Mr., Donnelly wrote “Don Quixote™
Is proved by the chapter on  windmills
This Is considered a bit of Mr. Donnelly’s
autoblography and he admits it, we are
friformed. Ha was the original windmill
anid those who have seen Mr. Donnelly in
a Populist conventlon have recognized the
resemblance between Mr. Donnelly and
the windmills described In “Don.™

Among our best students no doubt exists
that Mr. Donnelly and Rabelals are, or
were, the same. The proof Is found In
this brier description. of the birth of Pan-
tagruel, allns Donnelly:

*This will be a terrible fellow: he is
torn with all his hair: he Is undonbtedly
